St. Louis, Sept. 27.—A slight earth- 


quake which was felt through south- 
eastern Missouri and In southern ancl 
central Illinois and Indiana occurred 
early today. 
In St. Louis the tremor 


came at 3:47 o'clock. So far as has 
been learned little or no damage re- 
sulted. - 
•'The general direction of the -shook 
was west to east and it was felt more 
clearly in the middle districts.

destruction of a few chimneys and-in 
the west end of this city the residence 
district, many sleepers were awakened.

counted for. 


"I am very positive." said Mr. Mil- 


ler, "that the explosion wns not at- 
tributable to the

The news of the discovery of gold

In 1850 he returned to Fort Wayne, 
and there lie heard of the gold discov- 
eries near Plko'a peak.

day. 
He said the necessary petitions 


ivfll bo placed in the hands of hun- 
dreds ot trusted lieutenants of the no- 
icensc committee upon that date. The 
anti-saloon forces have until the first 
week in February to obtain the sixty- 
odd thousand names which are neces- 
sary to secure the automatic submis- 
sion of tho question by the board of 
election commissioners at 
the April 


election. 


There is not the slightest doubt In 


the world concerning the ability to get 
the necessary number of signatures," 
suld Mr. Hill. 
"In 1908 we needed 


81,000 names to get the proposition on 
the 
ballot. 
"We 
secured 
80,000 in 


three weeks. We need 60,000 now and 
have four.months to do the work. Can 
any one doubt the result?" 


Series of Great Meetings. 


It is th etentative plan oE tho man- 


agers of the anti-saloon campaign to 
open the campaign against liquor with 
a monster mass meeting to be follow- 
ed immediately by big rallies in each 
section of the city. 


It the petition Is secured properly, 


the real fight will open up. 
"Gypsy" 


Smith, who is about to start an evan- 
gelistic campaign on the south side 
at the Seventh Regiment armory, is 
counted upon for big results there. 
"Billy" 
Sunday is scheduled to ex- 


plode the fireworks on the west side, 
and Dr. R A. Torrey may lead the 
speaking campaign on the north, side. 


The arrangements for this angle of 


the campaign against the saloons, 
however, is to be deferred until the 
petitions have been signed up suffi- 
ciently and 
any 
legal 
difficulties 


which may be Interposed are smoothed 
out. 


Then, according to llr. Hill—and it 


is not doubted in the slightest by the 
leaders o£ the 
organizations which 


stand openly for the saloon—the most 
tremendous and notable campaign in 
Chicago's history will be Initiated ac- 
tively. 


Only Two Obstacles in Way. 


At present but two obstacles appear 


to be in the way of submission of the 
anti-saloon question In Chicago next 
spring, provided, o£ course, the nec- 
essary number of signatures can be 
secured. 


One is through th epossiblllty of the 


Illinois supreme court declaring the 
local option law invalid. The other is 
the possibility of the legislature re- 
pealing its 1907 child, and this is al- 
most eliminated. 
The most vague 


chance that Governor Deneen would 
include such a proposition in his call 
for th especial session of the general 
assembly is the 
slim 
thread upon 


which the latter contingency rests. 


The practical politician can figure 


nothing but trouble ahead for them In 
Chicago and Illinois, with a wet and 
dry showdown for Chicago on tap. 
That the mayoralty campaign of 1911 
and the state campaign, with the gov- 
ernorship, in 1312, would become en- 
meshed hopelessly 
'and Inextricably 


in the anti-saloon contest is almost a 
foregone conclusion.

- A year later hos- 
tilities between America and Spain 
arose and Mr. Fisher responded to the 
call and enlisted in the navy.

For two 
or three' years he had been the super- 
intendent of one of the largest elec- 
trical repair and' manufacturing estab- 
lishments in San Francisco.
